Make room for MDCC, or preserve 


79-year-old downtown clubhouse? 



A n interesting scenario is playing out 
in downtown Miami, pitting the needs of 
the educational community against the 
concerns of the preservationist community. In 
summary, the downtown 
campus of Miami-Dade 
Community College 
(MDCC) needs to expand 
Wi'- N physically to keep up with

The club began in 1925 as a social organiza¬ 
tion for persons 70 years old and older. It 
admits 55-year-olds, according to its directors; a 
sort of 2 Score & 15 Club, if you wilL Tne b-mk:- 
ing that the 3 Score people have owned smce 
Bidl was built in 1912 and underwent a major 
^lition and revision in 1925. 

MDCC has acquired land on both sides of :t. 
College President Robert McCabe envTsions 
linking the campus to Biscayne Boulevard. Arz'r.:- 
tects have designed a 150,000-square-foot ocih:- 
ing for the property. All that stands m t.be way s 
the clubhouse. 


In 1988 the property was put up for sale, and 
MDCC made a bid. This is where the story starts 
to get fuzzy. Unfortunately, the 3 Score & 10 
Club is a loosely run organization. They can't 
locate records and show questionable meiaory. 


Property not for sale? 

Club president Donald Schuringe says that 
placing the property on the market was “an ille¬ 
gal act” by other directors during a normal sum¬ 
mer recess. When the members heard about it. 
he said, they voted to take the property off the 
market. Yet one document shows that Schuringe 
engaged in negotiation on Jan. 14, 1989. He 
wrote to Merrill Lynch Realty that the club 
would not take less than $750,000 for the prop¬ 
erty. The school had been offering $731,775. 
Several weeks later, Schuringe wrote MDCC 
that the club was not interested in selling. 

MDCC representatives say that they have 
tried to negotiate in good faith. They claim that 
they cannot communicate with the club’s offi¬ 
cers. The club, as of last week, had no legal rep- 

• entation, no phone in its name, and no longer 
ed its property. Thus MDCC wants the state

to begin eminent-domain proceedings. That is 
the state's power to take private property for 
public use for just compensation. 

On the other hand, the club members — about 
100 strong — present themselves as victims of 
the powerful forces of the school. After meeting 
with club members, 1 consider them, at times, to 
be naive and helpless; at other times, of being 
capable of turning me in circles — intentionally 
or otherwise. Nevertheless, at issue is the build¬ 
ing itself, not the club. 

MDCC points to a Miami Fire Department 
condemnation of the clubhouse’s upper floor as 
evidence that the building no longer is useful. 
The club claims that all that’s wrong with the 
upper floor are problems with door thicknesses 
and a lack of water sprinklers. When 1 asked club 
officers for the paperwork on the citation, they 
said that they either did not have it or cannot 
find it. 

If the club membership presents a confusing 
front, consider this from the pro-school side. In a 
1978 report for the Florida Department of State 
Division of Archives, History, and Records Man¬ 
agement, the 3 Score & 10 Club building was 
deemed to be "an unusual example of masonry 


vernacular architecture in Dade County. . 
architecturally noteworthy for its oriental 
acter, adaptability to the area’s climati 
cohesiveness with the neighborhood.” 

That evaluation was written by Ivan 
guez, then with the Dade County Histori 
vey. Today Rodriguez is a consultant to I 
for this project;. According to the school’ 
yers, he now says that the building is not 
tecturally unique. 

Miami city preservation officer Sarah 
feels that this property is not worth a 
preservation battle. But Dade Heritage 
ofticials are asking questions on behalf 
building. Someone has to. 

The building’s highlight is the two-stoi 
ter room in the rear addition. Its deci 
beamed ceiling, balconies, and arches are c 
tive. The college plans to salvage parts 
room to be included in its new building. I 
has no thought at all of saving the buildinf 
crunch!

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EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S REPORT 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES MEETING 
March 20, 1991 

ITEM - Three Score & Ten Club. We have been working with the 
Club, their attorney and representatives from the State and Miami 
Dade Community College to resolve the problem of saving the 
structure located at 243 NE 4th Street. Support was given at the 
City of Miami's Heritage Conservation Board 3/19/91 to locally 
designate the structure. Request was made from the Board for 
more historical data. 

ITEM - Preservation Day. Many DHT members went to Tallahassee 
last week to participate in Preseirvation Day. Lobbying efforts 
focused on Special Category Grants in Dade County, especially the 
Cape Florida Lighthouse. 

ITEM - Special Category Grant/Lighthouse. At the legislative 
level, the outlook for funding for Special Category Grants is 
bleak. 

ACTION REQUESTED - All Board members write and call 
legislators to secure funding for the Lighthouse (list attached). 

ITEM - 1992 National Trust Convention. Representatives from the 
National Trust met in Miami with representatives of a variety of 
preservation interests for the 1992 convention. The next meeting 
is tentatively scheduled for June. 

ITEM - Revolving Fund. The County has recommended no new funding 
for the Revolving Fund. In addition, they have recommended 
consolidating all revolving funds in the county under one 
organization. This would have a direct financial impact on DHT. 

ACTION REQUESTED - Prepare to lobby County Commissioners to 
keep revolving loan funds in place. 

ITEM - Cultural Funding. The county has recommended three 
proposals for dedicated funding (attached) for the Historical 
Museum, Center for Fine Arts, Cultural Affairs Council and the 
Historic Preservation Division for consideration by the 
Legislature. 

ACTION REQUESTED - Please support the proposal and lobby 
legislature. 

ITEM - Statues in Bayfront Park. Howard Kleinberg has requested 
that I appear before the Bayfront Park Trust to support putting 
the statues originally located in the park back in the park. 

ITEM - Grant/National Trust. We are applying for a State grant 
to support funding for the 1992 National Trust Convention.

The Cultural Resources Committee recommends amending the 1991-92 Dade County 
Legislative Package—to-hncKude—spec-l-flcr language" under~ttie- |-lenr referencing the 
need for a dedicated funding mechanism for County-supported cultural programs 
and Institutions to reflect the following proposed revenue generating measures: 

1. Hotel/Motel Room Night Surcharge: A fixed surcharge levied on 
each total hotel or motel stay. At a one dollar rate. It Is 
estimated that this surcharge would realize approximately $5 
million annually on an each-total-stay basis. The President of 
the Greater Miami Convention and Visitors Bureau has expressed 
objections to this surcharge. The cultural community has 
Indicated a willingness to consider providing courtesy discount 
coupons on admissions and/or memberships to all Dade County 
hotel/motel guests upon checking In to local properties. The 
value of these discounts to each guest would be well In excess of 
the proposed $1 per stay surcharge. 

2. Extension of the 2% Tourist Development Tax to Admissions: 
Include In our Tourist Development Tax base admissions to 
amusements and sports and recreation activities now subject to 
the state sales tax, as well as admissions charges for not-for- 
profit organizations currently exempt from the state sales tax. 

It Is estimated that this source would generate approximately 
$3.6 mill Ion. 

3. Extension of the 2 % Tourist Tax to Sales at Commercial Airports: 

It Is estimated that extending the Tourist Development Tax to 
these total sales at Miami International Airport could yield as 
much as $2.4 million. 


Since Its formation on October 4, 1990, the Cultural Resources Committee has 
convened six working meetings and successfully completed subcommittee and staff 
assignments to fulfill Its mission of Identifying alternative funding 
mechanisms to provide a more stable revenue source for cultural programs, 
museums, and historic preservation programs. Below Is a brief overview of the 
process utilized by the Committee as It carefully researched and examined 
twenty-three potential funding sources. 
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The County Manager directly provided this Committee with the staff resources to 
accomplish Its mission. The Committee's recommendations are the direct result 
of the hard work and dedication of representatives from the County Manager's 
office, the Office of Management and Budget, the Audit and Management Services 
Department as well as from the Greater Miami Convention and Visitors Bureau, the 
Dade Cultural Alliance, and the volunteer board and staff members of the 
Cultural Affairs Council, the Historical Museum of Southern Florida, the Museum 
of Science, the Center for the Fine Arts, the Historic Preservation Division, 
and the Department of Community and Economic Development. In addition, key 
consultations were provided by Metro's Planning Department, Department of 
Intergovernmental Coordination and Dade Legislative Delegation, by Interns from 
the University of Miami's Department of Political Science and by a tax resource 
economist. 

The Cultural Resources Committee looked at specific revenue models which were 
Identified from local, regional, statewide and national sources. The working 
document which guided the Committee's research took the form of a "Matrix of Tax 
Sources." This evolving matrix served to compile Information on the geographic 
origin of each tax model, the projected first year revenue, the potential for 
growth, the legislative action required, the earliest start date and the 
potential for statewide application. 

The Committee attempted to conduct Its work with an awareness of and sensitivity 
to the overall budget difficulties facing Metro-Dade and In recognition of both 
Initiatives underway to address health and human services needs and the ongoing 
endeavors of the Budget Reform Commission. Representatives from the County 
Manager's office and OUB continue to be helpful In keeping this Committee 
Informed of these efforts. 

During the process of examining and prioritizing potential revenue sources, the 
Cultural Resources Committee strongly expressed Its Intention to keep as many 
options as possible "on the table" so as to consider all alternatives thoroughly 
and to allow for the possibility of new Information amplifying and/or modifying 
Initial suggestions. Although the Committee primarily considered solutions with 
the potential for Implementation by next fiscal year, other long term approaches 
were Investigated. Committee members have expressed considerable Interest In 
continuing to monitor and assess these long term options as to peed and 
feasiblIIty. 

In the course of the Committee's research and deliberation, a general statement 
was submitted and included In the Dade County Legislative Package considered and 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners on February 5, 1991. Exploratory 
discussions with potential statewide partners, legislators, elected officials 
and local constituency blocks have yielded positive responses to these proposed 
funding mechanisms. Therefore, the Cultural Resources Committee recommends that 
the Board of County Commissioners amend the language of the general statement 
contained In the 1991-92 Dade County Legislative Package to provide specifically 
for the three revenue measures outlined above. 

On behalf of the Committee members and Dade County's cultural community, your 
ongoing support and cooperation are appreciated.

I am writing to you at the suggestion of 
Representative Elaine Bloom regarding a matter of 
concern in Miami Beach's historic district. The 
area, fondly know as the Art Deco District, is in 
a state of rebirth and transition. As property 
values begin to rise, however, we find owners 
speculating with the valuable building stock. 
While most of the one-square mile district shows 
significant signs of progress, some property 
owners appear to be allowing their structures to 
deteriorate to the point where they will 
ultimately be demolished through neglect or by 
order of the Dade County Unsafe Structures Board. 


The importance of placing the Art Deco District on 
the National Register of Historic Places is to 
protect the integrity of the collection of 
historic architecture. Demolition by neglect or 
by order of the Unsafe Structures Board is 
counter-productive to the preservation effort. 
The Miami Design Preservation League has been 
successful in helping to amend Miami Beach's code 
enforcement requirement for closed buildings. The 
new requirements are meant to protect historic 
building stock from deterioration by natural 
elements. In the final analysis, however, the 
League finds that code enforcement liens and fines 
are insignificant challenges for negligent 
property owners.

Giving a 
greater importance to code enforcement liens would create 
lore of an incentive for property owners and mortgage 
holders to protect valuable historic properties i 
designated districts and would end the phenomenon of 
demolition by neglect. The community at large suffers from 
the signs of this blight.

The Committee's recommendations are the direct result 
of the hard work and dedication of representatives from the County Manager's 
office, the Office of Management and Budget, the Audit and Management Services 
Department as well as from the Greater Miami Convention and Visitors Bureau, the 
Dade Cultural Alliance, and the volunteer board and staff members of the 
Cultural Affairs Council, the Historical Museum of Southern Florida, the Museum 
of Science, the Center for the Fine Arts, the Historic Preservation Division, 
and the Department of Community and Economic Development. In addition, key 
consultations were provided by Metro's Planning Department, Department of 
Intergovernmental Coordination and Dade Legislative Delegation, by Interns from 
the University of Miami's Department of Political Science and by a tax resource 
economist. 

The Cultural Resources Committee looked at specific revenue models which were 
Identified from local, regional, statewide and national sources. The working 
document which guided the Committee's research took the form of a "Matrix of Tax 
Sources." This evolving matrix served to compile Information on the geographic 
origin of each tax model, the projected first year revenue, the potential for 
growth, the legislative action required, the earliest start date and the 
potential for statewide application. 

The Committee attempted to conduct Its work with an awareness of and sensitivity 
to the overall budget difficulties facing Metro-Dade and In recognition of both 
Initiatives underway to address health and human services needs and the ongoing 
endeavors of the Budget Reform Commission. Representatives from the County 
Manager’s office and 0MB continue to be helpful In keeping this Committee 
Informed of these efforts. 

During the process of examining and prioritizing potential revenue sources, the 
Cultural Resources Committee strongly expressed Its Intention to keep as many 
options as possible "on the table" so as to consider all alternatives thoroughly 
and to allow for the possibility of new Information amplifying and/or modifying 
Initial suggestions. Although the Committee primarily considered solutions with 
the potential for Implementation by next fiscal year, other long term approaches 
were Investigated. Committee members have expressed considerable Interest In 
continuing to monitor and assess these long term options as to need and 
feasibl11ty. 

In the course of the Committee's research and deliberation, a general statement 
was submitted and Included In the Dade County Legislative Package considered and 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners on February 5, 1991. Exploratory 
discussions with potential statewide partners, legislators, elected officials 
and local constituency blocks have yielded positive responses to these proposed 
funding mechanisms. Therefore, the Cultural Resources Committee recommends that 
the Board of County Commissioners amend the language of the general statement 
contained In the 1991-92 Dade County Legislative Package to provide specifically 
for the three revenue measures outlined above. 

On behalf of the Committee members and Dade County's cultural community, your 
ongoing support and cooperation are appreciated.

Section 1. Subsection (3) of section 162.09, Florida 
Statutes, is amended to read: 

162.09 Administrative fines; liens.-- 

(3) A certified copy of an order imposing a fine may 
bo recorded in tho public records and thereafter shall 
constitute a lien against tho land on which tho violation 
exists and upon any other real or personal property owned by 
tho violator. Upon petition to tho circuit court, such order 
may be enforced in tho same manner as a court judgment by tho 
sheriffs of this state, including levy against tho personal 
property, but such order shall not bo deemed to bo a court 
judgment except for enforcement purposes. A fine imposed 
pursuant to this part shall continue to accrue until the 
violator comes into compliance or until judgment is rendered 
in a suit to foreclose on a lion filed pursuant to this 
section, whichever occurs first. After 3 months from the 
filing of any such lien which remains unpaid, the enforcement 
board may authorize the local governing body attorney to 
foreclose on tho lion.

The Cultural Resources Committee recommends amending the 1991-92 Dade County 
Legislat ive Package—to-hichide—specrl-flcr language-cndei—ttie- htenr referencing the 
need for a dedicated funding mechanism for County-supported cultural programs 
and Institutions to reflect the following proposed revenue generating measures: 


1 . 



Hotel/Motel Room Night Surcharge: A fixed surcharge levied on 
each total hotel or motel stay. At a one dollar rate. It Is 
estimated that this surcharge would realize approximately $5 
million annually on an each-total-stay basis. The President of 
the Greater Miami Convention and Visitors Bureau has expressed 
objections to this surcharge. The cultural community has 
Indicated a willingness to consider providing courtesy discount 
coupons on admissions and/or memberships to all Dade County 
hotel/motel guests upon checking In to local properties. The 
value of these discounts to each guest would be well In excess of 
the proposed $1 per stay surcharge. 


2. Extension of the 2 % Tourist Development Tax to Admissions: 
Include In our Tourist Development Tax base admissions to 
amusements and sports and recreation activities now subject to 
the state sales tax, as well as admissions charges for not-for- 
profit organizations currently exempt from the state sales tax. 
It Is estimated that this source would generate approximately 
$3.6 mill Ion. 


3. Extension of the 2 % Tourist Tax to Sales at Commercial Airports: 
It Is estimated that extending the Tourist Development Tax to 
these total sales at Miami International Airport could yield as 
much as $2.4 mill Ion. 


Since Its formation on October 4, 1990, the Cultural Resources Committee has 
convened six working meetings and successfully completed subcommittee and staff 
assignments to fulfill Its mission of Identifying alternative funding 
mechanisms to provide a more stable revenue source for cultural programs, 
museums, and historic preservation programs. Below Is a brief overview of the 
process utilized by the Committee as It carefully researched and examined 
twenty-three potential funding sources.

Florida House of Representatives - 1991

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A bill to bo entitled 

An act relating to county or municipal code 
enforcement; amending s. 162.09, F.S.; 
establishing the priority of liens created 
pursuant to the Local Government Code 
Enforcement Boards Act; providing an effective 
date. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Florida: 

Section 1. Subsection (3) of section 162.09, Florida 
Statutes, is amended to read: 

162.09 Administrative fines; liens.-- 

(3) A certified copy of an order imposing a fine may 
be recorded in the public records and thereafter shall 
constitute a lien against the land on which the violation 
exists and upon any other real or personal property owned by 
the violator. Upon petition to the circuit court, such order 
may be enforced in the same manner as a court judgment by the 
sheriffs of this state, including levy against the personal 
property, but such order shall not be deemed to be a court 
judgment except for enforcement purposes. A fine imposed 
pursuant to this part shall continue to accrue until the 
violator comes into compliance or until judgment is rendered 
in a suit to foreclose on a lien filed pursuant to this 
section, whichever occurs first. After 3 months from the 
filing of any such lien which remains unpaid, the enforcement 
board may authorize the local governing body attorney to 
foreclose on the lien. No lien created pursuant to the 
provisions of this part may be foreclosed on real property 
which is a homestead under s. 4, Art. X of the State

I am writing to you at the suggestion of 
Representative Elaine Bloom regarding a matter of 
concern in Miami Beach's historic district. The 
area, fondly know as the Art Deco District, is in 
a state of rebirth and transition. As property 
values begin to rise, however, we find owners 
speculating with the valuable building stock. 
While most of the one-square mile district shows 
significant signs of progress, some property 
owners appear to be allowing their structures to 
deteriorate to the point where they will 
ultimately be demolished through neglect or by 
order of the Dade County Unsafe Structures Board. 

The importance of placing the Art Deco District on 
the National Register of Historic Places is to 
protect the integrity of the collection of 
historic architecture. Demolition by neglect or 
juy order of the Unsafe Structures Board is 
counter-productive to the preservation effort. 
The Miami Design Preservation League has been 
successful in helping to amend Miami Beach's code 
enforcement requirement for closed buildings. The 
new requirements are meant to protect historic 
building stock from deterioration by natural 
elements. In the final analysis, however, the 
League finds that code enforcement liens and fines 
are insignificant challenges for negligent 
property owners.

The purpose of this letter is to request a legislative 
change which will give stronger meaning to code enforcement 
liens. We propose that code enforcement liens be given 
priority equal in dignity with real property tax 
liens,special assessments and demolition liens. Giving a 
greater importance to code enforcement liens would create 
more of an incentive for property owners and mortgage 
holders to protect valuable historic properties in 
designated districts and would end the phenomenon o 
demolition by neglect. The community at large suffers from 
the signs of this blight. 

I would appreciate your assistance and advice as to further 
actions the League should take to correct this problem.
